muſt look beyond all theſe, to the Per- 
miſſion and Appointmeut of divine Pro- 
vidence, from which it firſt took its Riſe, 

and by which it is wholly conducted. 
Since then it is certain that your Af- 
fliction comes from God, and it is as cer- 
Lam. z. 33. tain that God does not afflict willingly, nor 
grieve the Children of Men, but that he 
has always a moſt righteous Motive, to 
incline him to afflict them; it very high- 
ly concerns you to examine yourſelf 
with all the Care you can, that you may 
diſcover what there 1s in you, what you 
have done to move the God of Mercy

There is no Calamity, whether it be 
Sickneſs or Pain, or Lameneſs, or the 
like, that can befal us, but it is the natu- 
ral Conſequence of our depraved, frail, 
mortal Condition, and is incident to good 
Men, as well as to bad; to the formerit 
3s a Puniſhment, to the latter it is a Trial, 
Deut. 2. Holy Scripture teaches us, that God 
35, 59-60: has threatned very many, and very fore 
Diſeaſes to Diſobedience ; and 
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is God. The Corinthians, who profaned 
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Cauſe, many of them weak and ſickly. And 

our Saviour, in his Advice he gives to Fo.

the Man whom he cured of an Infirmi- 

ty of Thirty-eight Years Continuance, 

intimates that Sin was the Cauſe of that 

inveterate Diſeaſe.

King David and Hegekiabh, their Sick- 

neſs is not an Effect of God's Anger, but 

of his paternal Diſcipline towards them.

Not that the Scripture does in the leaſt 

condemn, or diſcourage our going to the 

Phyſicians when we are ſick, or our Uſe 
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of all due Means for our Recovery. Our

 _ arewhole need not a Phyſician, but they that 

are ſick, ſufficiently intimates, that they 

that are ſick do need one. 

The Son of Sirach gives excellent Ad- 

vice to both the Sick and the Phyſician: 

Ecclus. 38. Honour a Phyſician with the Honour due 
i, Ge. unto him, for the Uſes which you may haze 
of him, for the Lord hath created him; the

Earth, and he that is wiſe will not abhor | 


| them, and with ſuch doth he heal Men, and 
a taketh away their Pains. But then he adds, 
| My Son, in thy Sickneſs be not negligent, 
but pray unto the Lord, and he will make 
thee whole; leave off from Sin, and order 
thy Hands aright, and cleanſe thy Heart 
| from all Wickedneſs ; give a ſweet Suvcuſ, 
| and a Memorial of fine Flour; then give

when in their Hands there is good Succeſs,

1 exhort you to begin with Repen- 
tance, and to read devotional Books on 
that Subject, of which, bleſſed be God, 
there are good Store; for it is Repen- 
tance that muſt diſpoſe you for Prayer. 

The Prophet complains of the Obdu- 
rateneſs of thoſe, who, when God had Fer. 5: 3- 
fricken them, did not grieve. God forbid 
you ſhould be thus obdurate. God for- 
bid! but ſince he has fricken you, you 
ſhould grieve, and grieve with that godly 
Srrow which worketh Repentance to Sal- 
vation, not to be repented of.
